There is normally little change between May and June 
in the daily receipts, but this year the daily average rose by 
about 2 per cent. The index number based on the average 
receipts in the corresponding period of 1924-34 (excluding 
1926) rose from 141-1 to 144-8, the highest on record. “The 
average index for the first five months of the year was 
140-6. 

The comparison with a year ago is slightly affected by 
the higher postal charges for parcels and newspapers 
introduced on 1 July 1940, but allowing for this, the volume 
of postal traffic in June was probably about 7 per cent. 
greater than a year earlier. 





INDEX NUMBERS OF WHOLESALE 
TRADING IN TEXTILES 


In the following table are given the index numbers of 
wholesale trading in textiles in June, with comparative 
figures for earlier periods, the index numbers relating to 
(1) the Home trade, (2) the Export trade and (3) the total 
for Great Britain, based on average monthly sales in 1937 = 
100. The figures, which are compiled by the Wholesale 
Textile Association in collaboration with the Bank of 
England, do not include the turnover of all the wholesale 
textile houses, but practically all the important houses in 
the large centres of distribution are normally contributors. 
The particulars relate to all classes of textile goods, including 
wearing apparel for men, women and children, as well as 
furnishings, and in computing the value of sales the purchase 
tax has been omitted. In view of the appreciable rise in 
price which has occurred for a number of textile goods 
since the outbreak of war, the figures should not be taken 
as representing the volume of goods sold. 

Owing to war-time disturbances the sample has become 
less representative than it used to be. The index numbers 
tend to be too high as a measure of the total trade of the 
country because they make no allowance for the reduced 
sales of firms which have failed to send in returns as a result 
of enemy action. 

The rise in the index between May and June may be 
partly due to the beginning of the new quota period under 
the Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous) Order, and partly 
to the special deliveries to small shops made at the beginning 
of the clothing rationing scheme.

CONTROL OF RAMIE 


The Minister of Supply has made an Order, the Control of 
Ramie (No. 1) Order, 1941 (S."R. & O. 1941, No. 1056, 
price 1d.), which provides that no person shall acquire or 
dispose of any ramie or ramie yarn except under licence. 

The Order, which came into force on 30 July 1941, 
further provides that no person in the United Kingdom 
shall spin or weave, or otherwise process any Tramie or 
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ramie yarn without a licence. - Boiling, dyeing, and finishing 
ramie yarn are excepted and may be carried on without 
licence. 

The control of ramie will be administered by Mr. J. 8. 
Ferrier, the Flax Controller, to whom inquiries should be 
addressed at the Ramie Control, Washington Hotel, City 
Road, Chester. 


CONCENTRATION IN PIANO INDUSTRY 


Under the Board of Trade’s plans for the concentration 
of the British pianoforte manufacturing industry, seven 
nucleus firms will undertake production for all the principal 
makers in the industry. ~ , 

When these arrangements have been concluded the 
industry is likely to release 210,000 square feet of factory 
space in addition to the 100,000 square feet already released 
for Government purposes. 


THE LOCATION OF INDUSTRY 
(RESTRICTION) ORDER, 1941 


BOARD OF TRADE LICENCES REQUIRED 


The Control of Factory and Storage Premises which was 
set up by the Board of Trade to co-ordinate the require- 
ments of all Government Departments for factory and 
storage accommodation and to ensure that these require- 
ments are met with a minimum of disturbance to other 
essential production is now in operation and is consulted 
by all Government Departments and Local Authorities 
before premises are requisitioned or otherwise taken over by 
them. 

As announced by the President of the Board of Trade in 
the House of Commons on 29 April it has been decided to 
extend this control to the use of premises by private firms 
since the increased demands for factory and storage space, 
which it is the function of the Control to satisfy, now make 
it necessary to prevent the uncontrolled use of existing 
accommodation which might be needed for essential pur- 
poses. Moreover, uncontrolled movement of industry is 
apt to confuse and disorganise the labour supply position in 
the areas affected to the possible serious detriment of vital 
war production. 

An Order—The Location of Industry (Restriction) Order, 
1941 (S. R. & O. 1941, No. 1100, price 1d.), has now been 
made and will come into operation immediately. The Order 
provides that no person may, without a licence issued by 
the Board of Trade, 


(1) Carry on at any factory or warehouse having an area of 
3,000 or more feet super any trade or business not carried 
*on there previously, or 
(2) Carry on at other premises having an area of 3,000 or 
more feet super, whatever their previous use, a business 
of production or storage. 


The Order does not apply to shops or to new buildings 
and a general licence is being issued providing for the use 
of premises for temporary storage purposes without a 
specific licence. 

Special consideration will be given to applications by 
firms dispossessed by enemy action or through other causes 
outside their control, to use alternative premises in the 
immediate vicinity of their former place of business. 

An Explanatory Memorandum explaining in more detail 
the scope and purpose of the Order and the method of 
applying for a licence is available either from the Head- 
quarters or Regional Offices of the Control of Factory and 
Storage Premises, Board of Trade, or from local Chambers 
of Commerce. 

Copies of the Order will be obtainable at H.M. Stationery 
Office or through any bookseller on 5 August. 


POOLING ,OF VEHICLES FOR RETAIL 
DELIVERIES 
Owners of goods vehicles engaged in retail delivery may 


be finding it difficult to reduce petrol consumption. as 
required by the Government without causing inconvenience 
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and delay to customers. The solution of the problem will 
be found, in many cases, by an agreement ainong local 
retailers to use their vehicles for deliveries on behalf of all. 
Any pooling arrangements of this kind will certainly have 
the fullest support of the Ministry of War Transport. 

In big centres of population there is probably a sufficient 
number of vehicles to form separate pools for each trade 
or business. Drapery establishments and laundries, to 
take two illustrations from many, have both given examples 
of successful collaboration. In scattered country districts, 
where vehicles are fewer and the mileage to be covered 
greater, it may be necessary for operators to join forces 
with members of other trades or businesses. For example 
the baker, the butcher and the grocer might have a reciprocal 
arrangement under which each will deliver for the others. 
In either case, while local officers of the Ministry will be 
pleased to give all the assistance in their power, the working 
out of details must, of course, be left to the operators them- 
selves. 

Extra petrol will still be issued when necessary for essen- 
tial work but such issues will only be made if it is clear that 
the goods must go by road and that the applicants have 
reduced fuel consumption as far as possible by pooling their 
vehicles.—Ministry of War Transport. 


ROAD HAULAGE (OPERATIONS) ADVISORY 
COMMITTEE 


The Minister of War Transport has set up a Committee 
with the above title to advise him on the operation and 
development of the Government Road Haulage Scheme.

TRADING WITH THE ENEMY 
CONSOLIDATED LIST 


The Board of Trade announce that, for the convenience 
of traders and others, the list of specified persons, at present 
embodied in five Orders, is being published in a consolidating 
Order entitled The Trading with the Enemy (Specified 
Persons) (Amendment) (No. 11) Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 
1941, No. 1021, price 2s. net). 

Apart from the omission of persons in Greece, which is 
now regarded as enemy occupied territory for the purpose of 
the Trading with the Enemy Act and of the blockade, no 
deletions have been made from the present list, and there 
are no additions thereto. Further amending Orders will be 
published shortly, containing additional names. 


ADVICE TO SHIPPERS 


There is no change to report in either the Statutory List 
or the Ships Discrimination List:as published in the ‘‘ Board 
of Trade Journal ” of 26 July (pages 44-45). 


ITALIAN EAST AFRICA 


The Foreign Office and War Office announce that the 
whole of the territories formerly known as Italian East 
Africa are areas in the occupation of His Majesty. 

The Board of Trade have issued an order (S. R. & O. 
1941, No. 1116, price 1d.) authorising persons, so far as 
the Trading with the Enemy Act is concerned, to trade 
with any body of persons (whether corporate or unincor- 
porate) carrying on business in these territories. This 
licence does not, of course, absolve persons from com- 
plying with other regulations in force in the United King- 
dom and in the said territories. Enquiries from traders may 
be addressed, through their agents, direct to the Deputy 
Chief Political Officer in the territory concerned. 
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LIMITATION OF SUPPLIES ORDERS * 
GOODS FOR METROPOLITAN POLICE 


The Board of Trade have issued a Licence (8S. R. & O. 
1941 No. 1057, price 1d.) under the Limitation of Supplies 
(Woven Textiles) (No. 7) Order, 1941, and the Limitation 
of Supplies (Miscellaneous) (No. 11) Order, 1941, permitting 
registered persons to supply to the Receiver of the Metro- 
politan Police District, without restriction, cotton, rayon, 
and wool goods and goods in Classes 2, 3, 4 (in each case 
excluding goods made wholly or partly of silk), 6 (excluding 
mattresses containing metal springs or coils), 7, 8, 9 (cutlery, 
spoons, forks and domestic hollow-ware of metal only), 
11 and 14 (combs only). 


SILK HALF HOSE 


The Board of Trade have also issued a General Licence 
(S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1058, price 1d.) permitting persons 
registered under the Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous) 
(No. 11) Order, 1941, in respect of Class 3 to sell to the home 
market outside their quota half hose made of silk or silk 
mixtures, at the rate of one pair for every pair which they 
export. The Licence does not affect in any way the supply 
of silk stockings to the home market, which still requires 
separate licences from the Board of Trade.

MINISTRY OF WAR TRANSPORT: LIST OF 
SHIPS’ STORES DEALERS 


The following list is published with reference to Article 
5 (5) (a) of the Limitation of Supplies (Woven Textiles) 
(No. 7) Order, 1941, and Article 6 (4) (a) of the Limitation 
of Supplies (Miscellaneous) (No. 11) Order, 1941. Under 
the former Order, for the purpose of computing the value 
of any controlled goods supplied during the standard period, 
registered persons must take no account of supplies in the 
standard period to persons whose names were on | May 
1941 entered in the List of Ships’ Stores Dealers compiled 
by the Ministry of War Transport. Under the latter Order, 
the corresponding date is 1 July 1941. The list below is a 
list of persons whose names were on the Ministry of War 
Transport List on 1 July 1941. It will be noted that, with 
the exception of four names specified at the end, all the 
names were also on the list on 1 May 1941. 


As regards the supply of goods during the respective 
periods of restriction under the two Orders. persons 
registered under the Orders may supply controlled goods 
without restriction to Ships’ Stores Dealers whose names 
are from time to time entered in the list compiled by the 
Ministry of War Transport. 


In addition, under the authority of a Licence dated 
15 July 1941 (8. R. & O. 1941 No. 1012, price 2d.) under the 
Consumer Rationing Order, 1941, registered traders may 
supply rationed goods without coupons to Ships’ Stores 
Dealers whose names are from time to time entered in this 
list.

SIMPLER COUPON COUNTING FOR MIXED 
BUSINESSES 


Some registered traders who carry on composite businesses 
have been unable to take advantage of the opportunity given 
under the Limitation of Supplies Orders to apply special counting 
provisions to these businesses because they had not the necessary 
separate records for the standard periods. Other traders carrying 
on composite businesses may have been registered under the 
Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous) Order, 1940, in Classes 18 
and 19 for the purposes of the Consumer Rationing Order only. 

Nevertheless, if a registered trader retails or makes up rationed 
goods either as a separate business under a different name or as a 
separate department under the same.name, he may apply to the 
Board of Trade for permission to treat this business or depart- 
ment, for the purposes of coupon counting, as though it were a 
separate “ unregistered ”’ trader. 

This will greatly simplify his problems of book-keeping and 
accounting. Separate records must be kept for the “‘ registered ” 
and “unregistered”? parts of the business, including records 
showing clearly all transfer of rationed goods from the one to the 
other. Monthly returns to the Board of Trade will be based on 
records kept by the registered part of the business. 

Traders who wish to do this should first apply in writing, before 
16 August 1941, to the Chief Accountant, Board of Trade, 
Carlton Hotel, Bournemouth, stating concisely :— 

(1) the nature of the records that are being kept and the date 
from which these records are available ; 


(2) the manner in which the stocks of rationed goods of the ° 


“unregistered ’’ part of the business can be identified both from 
their situation and from the records ; 

(3) the trade names and addresses of the separate retail or 
making up businesses. 

This special treatment is compulsory for traders who have a 
similar arrangement in force under the Limitation of Supplies 
Orders. 


CONSUMER RATIONING ORDER 
UNIFORMS FOR ALLIED RED CROSS MEMBERS 


Pending the conclusion of long term arrangements, 
uniformed personnel of recognised Allied Red Cross Com- 
mittees may now purchase coupon-free uniform clothing 
on— 

(a) presenting to the shop a Red Cross membership 

card, 

(b) signing a statement on the back of the trader’s bill 
that the goods represent essential personal require- 
ments of uniform, and 

(c) giving after the signature the address of the Red 
Cross Committee concerned and the unit number 
(if any) of the member. 

The Allied Red Cross Committees recognised by the 
British Red Cross are the Belgian, Czechoslovak, Nether- 
land, Norwegian and Polish Red Cross Committees in 
London. 

The bill as signed above will serve the retailer in lieu 
of coupons. 


INVALIDITY OF MINISTRY OF SUPPLY FORMS 
The attention of traders is drawn to the fact that forms 


- P.O.F. and any others issued by the Ministry of Supply 


are in no way connected with the operation of the Consumer 
Rationing Order. 

Such forms are issued by the Ministry of Supply for its 
own purposes and have no coupon replacement value.

Amendments and in the Press Notices of the Board of 
Trade must be strictly adhered to. 


SURRENDER OF CLOTHING COUPONS AND RATION 
DOCUMENTS BY REGISTERED TRADERS 
Coupons, vouchers and clothing documents which are accumu- 


lating in the hands of Registered Traders must be surrendered 
as quickly as possible to the Board of Trade. To facilitate this

PROTECTIVE CLOTHING 

Industrial concerns, including mines and quarries, can 
now purchase for their employees types of overalls which 
are not exempt from the Consumer Rationing Order and 


other protective clothing and footwear, necessary for safety 


or health, without coupons. 

Concerns wanting to avail themselves of this arrangement 
must obtain a certificate from one of H.M. Inspectors of 
Factories or one of H.M. Inspectors of Mines stating that 
the clothing, the nature and quantities of which must be 
specified, is required for safety or health. This certificate 
should be surrendered to the supplier with the order and is 
from the trader’s point of view equivalent to the number 
of coupons for the clothing. 

In addition wholesalers or manufacturers may supply 
clothing or cloth to an equivalent coupon value against 
these certificates outside their quota under the Limitation 
of Supplies Orders. A General Licence (S. R. & O. 1941, 
No. 1093, price 1d.) has been issued and no further autho- 
tity is necessary to enable quota and coupon free supplies 
to be made against certificates. 


SUPPLIES OF ESSENTIAL CLOTHING 


Further help for the manufacturers and makers-up of cheap 
essential clothing is the object of an enquiry initiated by the 
Director-General of Civilian Clothing. The information obtained 
will assist the Director in consultation with the Ministry of 
Labour and National Service to consider the position of the key 
workers needed to produce such clothing. 

For the first stage of the enquiry, a questionnaire is being 
sent to makers-up of clothing (other than hosiery, footwear 
and headgear) who employ more than 200 direct factory workers. 
The Director invites applications for a copy of the form (K.S./U.

Quota No. 39.—Sheeting, ticken, dungaree cloth and plain 
shirting and pyjama cloth—600,000 square yards, of which 
480,000 square yards shall have been manufactured in the 
United Kingdom or Canada. 

Quota No. 40.—Terry—480,000 square yards, of which 
384,000 square yards shall have been manufactured in the 
United Kingdom or Canada. 

Quota No. 41.—Shirting and pyjama cloth with woven pattern 
in colour—1,200,000 square yards, of which 906,000 square 
yards shall have been manufactured in the United Kingdom 
or Canada. 

Quota No. 42.—Other kinds of cotton piece goods—30,000,000 
square yards, of which 24,000,000 square yards shall have 
been manufactured in the United Kingdom or Canada. 

The Order at (5), which relates to certain woven tissues of wool 
or worsted exceeding 3s. in value per square yard, increases the 
quota for the period 1 May to 31 October 1941 by an addition of 
300,000 square yards, all of which shall have been manufactured 
in the United Kingdom or Canada. 


JAMAICA 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Tariff (Amend- 
ment) Law, 1941, from which it appears that the modifications 
in the Jamaica Customs Tariff published in the “‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 19 July 1941 should be supplemented as follows :— 

The duties on edible oil (Item XIX (4) of the Tariff) have 
been increased from ls. to 2s. per gailon (Preferential Rate) 
and from Is. 4d. to 3s. per gallon (General Rate).

NEW ZEALAND 
IMPORT LICENSING—SIXTH PERIOD 


The High Commissioner for New Zealand has received cabled 
advice to the effect that the sixth licensing period will cover the 
whole of the year 1942. In general allocations willbe 50 per 
cent. of licences granted in 1940, but in certain special cases 
licences will be issued on the basis of those granted in 1941, whilst 
for a few items for which there have been no previous allocation 
the value of 1938 imports will be taken as the basis. 'The number 
of items for which applications for licences are to be considered 
individually has been increased. 

. 


Validity of fifth period licences has been extended to 
30 June 1942 but the issue of further licences for this period 
will cease at the end of July 1941. It is not intended that sixth 
period licences should be utilised to arrange for imports prior to 
1942. 

The policy of confining trade to the United Kingdom is being 
maintained as far as possible, having regard to the funds available 
and the capacity to supply. 

This advice, having been received by cablegram, is subject to 
correction. A further notice will be published when details 
are to hand. 


SIERRA LEONE 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The “Sierra Leone Royal Gazette’ of 2 May 1941, contains 
copies of Public Notice No. 44 and Government Notice No. 360, 
the effect of which is to prohibit the importation into Sierra 
Leone except under licence of all motor vehicles and spares from 
the United Kingdom. 


ST. VINCENT 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The “St. Vincent Government Gazette” of 13 May 1941 
contains a copy of a notice which provides that import licences 
are now required for the importation of motor vehicles into St. 
Vincent from all sources. 


Motor vehicles imported from the United Kingdom were not 
previously subject to licence.

EXPORT OF GOODS (CONTROL) (No. 24) ORDER, 1941 


Various Goops 


The Board of Trade have made the Export of Goods 
(Control) (No. 24) Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 1941, No. 1072, 
price 1d.), which will come into force on 14 August 1941. 

Under the terms of this Order licences will, in future, be 
required to export the following classes of goods to all 
destinations :— 

Mixtures of wax or waxes with polythene. 

Iron and steel manufactures :— 

Baths (domestic), lavatory basins, sinks, and flushing 
tanks. 

Boilers, cookers, grates, radiators, convectors, ranges and 
stoves (except those of a kind used for manufacturing 
purposes), and parts and fittings therefor. 

Castings, other than machinery parts. 

Hollow-ware (other than wrought hollow-ware) of a kind 
commonly used for domestic purposes. 

Electrical measuring instruments :— 

Multi-purpose electrical measuring instruments for the 
measurement of current voltage and resistance. 

Testing instruments for measuring the electrical resistance 
of conductors and insulating materials. 

Antimony oxides. 

Hydroquinone, metol and mixtures containing either or both 

of these materials. 

The following classes of goods, the exportation of which 
was previously prohibited to certain destinations only, 
will now require licences for all-destinations :— 

Asphalt, bitumen and pitch (other than coal-tar pitch) whether 

natural or not. 

The control in respect of manufactures of iron and steel 
is extended to manufactures wholly or mainly of iron and 
steel and it is made clear that all types of hose and hose- 
piping are prohibited to be exported without licence. 

The existing licensing requirements with respect to jute 
yarns and fabrics, chassis (with or without tyres) and 
engines for motor vehicles of a Treasury rating of 21 h.p. 
or over and motor vans, motor lorries and motor ambu- 
lances are superseded by the provisions that licences will, 
in future, be required to export cables, ropes, cordage, 
twine, yarns and thread wholly or mainly of jule . fabrics 
wholly or mainly of jute of any width, shape or length, 
whether or not coated or impregnated, but not including 
carpeting or felt : and mechanically-propelled road vehicles 
(including articulated vehicles and their motive and carrier 
units, but not including motor cycles with an engine 
capacity of less than 340 c.c.) and trailers, engines, chassis, 
chassis frames and partly assembled chassis for such 
vehicles, respectively. 


EXPORT OF GOODS (CONTROL) (No. 25) ORDER, 1941 
Heme AND MANUFACTURES OF HEMP 


The Board of Trade have also made the Export of Goods 
(Control) (No. 25) Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 1941, No. 1103, 
price 1d.), which came into force on 1 August 1941. 


Under the terms of this Order the existing export licensing 
requirements with respect to : 
Cables and ropes (including reinforced cables and ropes), 
cordage and twine (other than seaming twine) of hard hemp.

BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 


WAR EMERGENCY BRITISH STANDARD 
DEFINITIONS 


At the request of the Board of Trade, the British Standards

for the Distributive Trades. These definitions are intended as a 
guide to the trade in interpreting Consumer Rationing (No. 2) 
Order, 1941, and contain full specifications of the fabrics ex- 
empted in Schedules 2 and 4 of this Order. They may be 
obtained from the Publications Department, British Standards 
Institution, 28, Victoria Street, London, S.W.1, kound together 
in one cover (Nos. 982 and 983). Price 1s. net, post free Is. 3d. 


CAPACITORS FOR RADIO RECEIVERS 


Some time ago the Radio Manufacturers’ Assoviation pre- 
pared two specifications for capacitors, one dealing with the 
rating and dimensions of paper and electrolytic capacitors and 
the other with the colour coding of capacitors. These two 
specifications have now been combined into a single document 
and published by the British Standards Institution as War 
Emergency British Standard 271—1941. This is in effect a 
revision of the specification issued in 1926 for Fixed Capacitors 
for Radio Reception Purposes, and its object is to provide a 
limited range of sizes and types of condensers to be manufac- 
tured in war-time. It is considered that this restricted range 
will meet all the normal requirements of the industry under war- 
time conditions.

(excluding Purchase Tax) not exceeding those stated above, 
or for children’s garments of sizes excluded from Purchase 
Tax. The concession has been made by a general licence, 
and cloth suppliers need no further authority. 


Cloth which may be supplied outside quota and without 
coupons to makers-up registered for purchase tax is as 
follows :— 


Woollen Cloths of the following kinds not less than 16 ozs. 
per linear yard (Flannels and Blazer Flannels of minimum 
weight of 14 ozs.), price not exceeding 6s. 6d. per linear yard. 

Cotton Warp Tweeds; Derby Tweeds; Tweeds of the 
Colne Valley type; Overcoatings; Flannels, including 
Cotton Warp Flannels; and Blazer Flannels. 


All-worsted Cloth not less than 13} ozs. per linear yard, 
price not exceeding Ts. 6d. per linear yard. 


If makers-up have difficulty in obtaining supplies of 
cloth for the made-up goods specified above because their 
suppliers’ quota is exhausted or for any other reason, they 
should give the Board of Trade the name of the supplier 
and the quantities of cloth required so that the Board may 
consider the best action to be taken. No facilities can, 
however, be given under these special arrangements for the 
supply of cloth to manufacturers of unrationed goods. 


RATIONING OF CLOTHING : DETACHED COUPONS 
Loose Coupons 


Retailers are reminded that im no circumstances is it 
permissible to accept loose coupons from customers in 
‘* over-the-counter”? transactions. Loose coupons are 
only valid : 

(1) For orders by post, in which case the coupons must 

be signed on the back by the customer, or 

(2) Where an employer is buying uniforms for his staff 

and has collected coupons from them, in which 
case he must furnish a signed statement that the 
coupons were obtained by him for this purpose. 


GivInc CHANGE 


It is not permissible to give coupons by way of change. 
If a customer has been given strip-tickets in units of five or 
ten coupons by, for example, the Assistance Board, and 
wishes to buy a garment requiring, say, seven coupons, 
he should make up the two coupons out of his ordinary 
ration card. 


Loose Paces 


The page containing the clothing (margarine) coupons 
must remain attached to the Fgod Book in all cases except 


(1) Where the holder possesses a Weekly Merchant 
Seaman’s Book (R.B.6); this document does not 
contain a page of margarine coupons and one will 
have been issued to the holder by the local Food 
Office ; 

(2) Where the holder’s margarine page has been lost 
and a new one has been issued to him. In the 
latter case the holder’s Food Book will have been 
endorsed “ Margarine Page issued.” Where only 
a few coupons have been lost, the Food Office 
will have attached sufficient to make good the 
deficiency, authenticating the join with their 
official stamp, and endorsing the Food Book. 


Exceptionally, where a page of margarine coupons has 
been recovered from the grocer with whom they were 
deposited, the clothing retailer may accept coupons from 
this detached page provided that the rest of the Food Book 
is produced at the same time.

EXPORT CREDITS GUARANTEES 


PROVISION FOR PROTECTION AGAINST LOSS 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees to United Kingdom exporters for the purpose 
of encouraging export trade. War conditions have greatly 
increased the risks to which*exporters are exposed in oversea 
trading, and the Department has put into operation specia] 
facilities giving them protection against these risks on 
exceptionally favourable terms. 


Suort-TaRM CREDITS 


The Department's Comprehensive Guarantee, which covers 
the whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months, ensures that in the event of his customers’ 
insolvency he will receive 75 per cent. (by special arrangement 
85 per cent.) of the debt guaranteed plus a proportionate share 
of all recoveries from the debtor’s estate. 

For a supplementary premium an exporter can ebtain an 
Addendum to the Comprehensive Guarantee protecting him 
not only against loss or delay due to the operation of exchange 
restrictions abroad, but also against the special risk of transfer 
arising from war conditions abroad. 

In order to meet pre-shipment risks the Department offers, 
either as a supplement to the Comprehensive Guarantee or 
as a separate policy, cover against the risk of loss through 
the inability of the exporter to ship owing to insolvency of 
the buyer or the imposition of import regulations, or war, 
or the like catastrophe. 

All the above risks may be covered by one policy, the 
* All-in War Emergency” guarantee, which also secures the 
exporter against loss due to deviation or frustration of shipments. 

The Department also issues a policy which enables exporters 
to quote firm c.i.f. prices some months ahead of shipment. 
Under this guarantee exporters in respect of any c.i.f. transaction 
are covered against any rise in marine insurance, Government 
war risk insurance and freight rates occurring within a period 
of six months. 


CREDITS TO PURCHASERS OF PLANT, MACHINERY, ETO. 


Firms in the engineering and allied industries may be asked 
to give medium-term credits of from one to three years to 
purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether Governments, 
municipalities or private traders. Guarantees in respect 
of such contracts, covering solvency in the case of private 
buyers and the risk of default in the case of Governments, 
municipalities and other public bodies, as well as, in some 
instances, pre-shipment and transfer risks, have been a well-used 
facility in the past. The war has placed obvious restrictions 
on this type of business; but while it may not be possible to 
extend facilities in many cases, the Department will gladly 
consider and if possible advise on negotiations in this field.
